Fats  for  Diabetics. — The  Ministry  of 
Food  states  that  diabetic  patients  are  now 
entitled  to  10  oz.  butter,  10  oz.  margarine, 
and  2  oz.  cooking  fat  per  week. 

Chemicals  for  Brazil, — The  programme 
of  exports  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
Brazil,  resulting  from  a  new  trade  agree- 
ment, includes  chemicals.  A  White  Paper 
is  to  be  published  shortly  and  will  include 
trade  schedules.  It  is  understood  that 
chemicals,  dyestuffs,  etc.,  exported  to 
Brazil,  will  have  a  total  value  of 
£2,000,000. 

More  British  Goods  for  Italy. — Phar- 
maceutical preparations,  prepared  drugs, 
insecticides  and  industrial  chemicals  are 
included  in  the  manufactured  goods  which 
Italy  will  take  in  greater  quantity  as  a  re- 
sult of  recent  decisions  of  the  Anglo-Italian 
Joint  Economic  Committee.  The  Italian 
Government  is  also  to  issue  import  licences 
for  oxides  and  salts  of  nickel  and  cobalt. 

Purchasing  Officers'  Conference. — The 
Purchasing  Officers'  Association  held  re- 
cently at  Manchester  a  conference  of  the 
secretaries  of  its  twenty-four  branches  and 
groups.  The  conference  was  followed  by  a 
dinner,  given  by  the  council  of  the  Associa- 
tion, at  which  the  principal  guest  was  Mr. 
E.  A.  Carpenter  (president,  Manchester 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  a  member, 
Dollar  Exports  Board). 

Census  of  Production  for  1949. — The 

Board  of  Trade  announces  that  forms  for 
completion  under  the  census  of  1949  pro- 
duction will  be  issued  to  all  firms  con- 
cerned on  January  1,  1950.  Particulars 
required  will  be  less  detailed  than  for 
1948.  Sales  of  goods  made,  or  of  materials 
purchased,  for  example,  will  not  be  re- 
quired. The  interim  index  of  industrial

N.H.S.  Superannuation  Regulations. — 

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  on  July 
29  The  National  Health  Service  (Super- 
annuation) (Amendment)  Regulations, 
iqaq,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  inten- 
tion of  the  principle  regulations  and  re- 
moving anomalies.  Additional  benefits  are 
also  provided  for  officers  who  are  subject 
to  the  regulations,  and  their  widows.  These

.S.  Rotas 

e  Executive  of  the  National  Pharma- 
cal  Union  has  wisely  decided  to  ask 
aceutical  Committees  to  give  attention 
rrangements   for  rotas,   with  special 
ence  to  next  winter  (p.  211).  It  is  fair 
y  that,  so  far,  complaints  of  difficulty 
etting   prescriptions   dispensed  when 
macies  are  closed  have  been  few  and 
between.     If  my   experience   of  this 
er  is  a  safe  guide,  cards  containing 
native    addresses    are    displayed  in 
le  numbers   on   doors   and  windows 
closing  time.    No  one  need  suppose 
rotas  are  an  innovation  taking  pro- 
ors  of  shops  by  surprise.   A  rota  sys- 
on  a  small  scale  was  in  operation 
e  the  war  of  19 14-18.   It  will  be  re- 
bered  that  the  Shops  Act  of  1 9 1 2  gave 
authorities  power  to  fix  hours  for  the 
ng  of  shops  in  their  respective  areas, 
that  among  the  few  kinds  of  businesses 


exempted  from  the  scope  of  such  orders 
was  "  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances."  In  areas  where 
the  shopping  habits  of  the  public  rendered 
general  early  closing  impracticable,  closing 
orders  were  not  made  as  a  rule  till,  during 
the  war  mentioned,  air  raids  became  pos- 
sible or  probable.  Consequently,  before  the 
war,  rotas  related  chiefly  to  Sundays, 
early-closing  days  and  bank  holidays. 
When,  however,  closing  at  8  p.m.  or  earlier 
became  compulsory,  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittees took  the  question  of  rotas  in  hand 
with  zeal  and  tact ;  and  before  long  every 
National  Health  Insurance  area  had  an 
arrangement  for  attendance  in  pharmacies 
after  closing  time.  The  advent  of  the 
present  National  Health  Service  gave  these 
committees  no  very  difficult  problem  to 
solve  in  this  respect ;  and  to  the  best  of  my 
belief  the  country  is  well  served  by  the 
present  rota  system. 

William  Salmon's  Library- 
William  Salmon  (1644-17 13),  whose 
"  M.D.  "  has  never  been  satisfactorily  ex- 
plained, left  at  his  death  a  library  of 
several  thousand  volumes.  These,  together 
with  some  instruments,  apparatus,  "  books 
of  cuts  in  folio,"  prints  and  paintings,  were 
sold  by  auction  in  London  in  November 
1 713  and  March  17 14.  The  catalogue  of 
the  first  sale  stated  that  it  would  begin 
"  every  Evening  at  Five  of  the  Clock  till 
the  Sale  is  finished " ;  the  time  of  com- 
mencement of  the  second  sale  was  four 
o'clock.  Both  events  took  place  at  St. 
Paul's  Coffee  House,  near  the  Cathedral. 
The  books  were  classified  by  sizes  and 
groups  of  subjects,  and  the  English  works 
were  separated  from  the  rest.  Medicine 
and  science  were  by  no  means  the  only 
departments  of  knowledge  represented; 
numerous  works  on  theology  were  also 
listed.  Some  of  these  volumes  may  have 
been  gifts  from  patients.  A  few  lots  would 
now  fetch  considerable  prices — e.g.,  an  edi- 
tion of  William  Harvey's  "  Exercitationes 
Anatomicae  de  Motu  Cordis  et  Sanguinis 
.  .  .  ,"  Chapman's  translation  of  Homer, 
Ashmole's  "  Theatrum  Chemicum  Britan- 
nicum."  So  far  as  I  have  noticed,  there 
was  very  little  poetry  in  the  library.  Mil- 
ton was  represented  by  a  collection  of  his 
correspondence,  and  among  familiar  books 
were  Locke's  essay  on  human  understand- 
ing and  Fuller's  Worthies  of  England.  One 
wonders  how  many  of  his  books  Salmon 
found  time  to  read.

1  poisons  not  by  or  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist.

The  proceedings 
were  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Soc- 
iety. Pleas  of  "  Guilty  "  were  entered  to  all 
the  summonses.  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle,  prose- 
cuting, said  that  on  June  10  an  inspector 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  entered  the 
company's  shop  at  397  Cambridge  Heath 
Road,  and  asked  to  see  the  manager.  He 
was  told  by  the  unqualified  assistant  that 
the  manager  had  gone  away  three  days 
before,  and  the  inspector  was  given  to 
understand  that  he  would  not  be  return- 
ing from  holiday  until  June  13.  The  in- 
spector examined  the  records  in  the  shop 
and  saw  twenty-five  National  Health 
Service  prescriptions  six  of  which  were 
referred  to  in  the  summonses  before  the 
court.  They  had  been  dispensed  by  the 
unqualified  assistant.  Each  of  the  pre- 
scriptions contained  poisons  such  as 
codeine,  phenobarbitone,  ephedrine.  The 
inspector  then  had  a  conversation  on  the 
telephone  with  the  managing  director  of 
the  company,  who  denied  any  knowledge 
of  an  unqualified  person  being  in  charge, 
and  said  that  the  company  employed  six 
chemists  for  five  shops  and  always  had  a 
"  spare  "  one.  The  defending  counsel 
said  that  the  manager  was  called  away 
suddenly  on  June  7,  on  urgent  family 
affairs.  He  got  in  touch,  counsel  thought, 
with  the  younger  director  of  the  company 
and  was  given  leave  of  absence  over  the 
Thursday,  which  was  early  closing  day,  so 
that  the  only  time  he  should  have  been 
absent  was  on  the  Thursday  morning.  It 
was  untrue  that  he  was  away  on  holiday. 
The  magistrate  said  :  "  The  black  spot  of 
your  submission  is  that  your  clients  knew 
that  this  shop  had  been  unattended  on  the 
Thursday  morning."

In  the  selection  of 
an  Approved  Name  the  Nonemclature 
Committee  of  the  Commission  will  be  pre- 


pared to  consult  with  authorised  represe 
atives  of  the  manufacturer.  If 
manufacturer  should  desire  to  issue 
der  a  proprietary  name  a  drug  for  wh 
an  Approved  Name  has  been  provid 
the  Commission  strongly  recommends  tl 
the  label  shall  bear  the  Approved  Na 
of  the  substance  in  letters  no  less  conspi 
ous  than  those  in  which  the  propriet; 
name  is  printed  or  written. 

The  Commission  gives  the  follow: 
general  principles  for  guidance  in  devis:

1.  Names  should,  preferably,  be  free  from 
anatomical,    physiological,    pathological    or  th 
peutic  suggestion.

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MEDICINAL  SUPPLY  OF  BARLEY  SUGAR 


The  Ministry  of  Food  has  made  an  Order 
(S.I.,  1949,  No.  1523)  effective  from 
August  14,  which  renews  provisions  by 
which  glucose  barley  sugar  may  be  ob- 
tained by  patients  ration-free,  through 
registered  pharmacists,  on  an  "  approved 
order"  of  a  registered  medical  practitioner. 

An  "  approved  order  "  means,  an  order 
given  in  writing  by  a  registered  medical 
practitioner  with  his  usual  signature,  speci- 
fying the  name  of  the  patient  for  whose 
treatment  it  is  given,  and  specifying  a 
stated  weight  of  glucose  barley  sugar  not 
exceeding  2  lb.  The  order  may,  however, 
be  given  for  the  supply  to  the  patient  on 
two  further  occasions  at  intervals  of  not 
less  than  one  month  of  a  weight  not  ex- 
ceeding 2  lb.  on  each  occasion,  if  this  is 
specifically  directed.  Any  order  on  a 
National  Health  Prescription  Form  E.C.10 
is  not  an  "  approved  order."  A  registered 
pharmacist  may  obtain  ration-free  from  a 
manufacturer,  glucose  barley  sugar  for  a 
named  person  on  production  to  the  manu- 
facturer of  the  approved  order  given  for 
that  person.  Registered  pharmacists  and 
manufacturers  supplying  glucose  barley 
sugar  against  an  approved  order  are  re- 
quired to  check  that  the  signature  on  that 


order  is  that  of  a  registered  me< 
practitioner.  Every  manufacturer  suppl  g 
glucose  barley  sugar  against  an  appn 
order  is  required  on  each  occasion  to  e 
on  the  order  in  ink  or  other  inde 
marking :  (i)  his  name  and  address ;  (ii 
date  of  that  occasion,  and  (iii)  the  quai 
supplied.  Every  person  obtaining  glu 
barley  sugar  from  a  registered  pharm; 
against  an  approved  order  shall  leave 
order  with  that  pharmacist  for  such 
as  shall  enable  the  pharmacist  to  ob 
replenishment  from  a  manufacturer  of 
amount  of  the  supply  to  that  per 
"  Save  that  where  the  glucose  barley  si 
so  obtained  is  the  last  quantity  .  which 
be  supplied  or  obtained  against  that  oi 
that  person  shall  deliver  up  and  surrer 
the  order  to  the  pharmacist."  The  ma 
facturer  who  supplies,  against  any  appro 
order  for  glucose  barley  sugar,  the 
quantity  which  may  be  supplied  against 
order,  shall  "  retain  that  order,  pres< 
and  keep  it  for  a  period  of  one  year  f; 
the  date  thereof  and  deliver  it  up  to  oi 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Food."

Independently  of  any 
legal  action  which  may  be  taken,  repre- 
sentations are  being  made  to  the  "  Sunday 
Express  "  in  the  strongest  possible  terms 
against  this  unwarranted  undermining  of 
public  confidence  in  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  You  may  be  approached  by  local 
newspapers  for  a  statement  on  the  testing 
scheme  results  locally.  The  Ministry 
statement  gives  the  facts  nationally ;  in 
interpreting  those  facts  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind :  — 

(a)  That  tests  of  cotton  wool,  lints,  bandages, 
etc.,  which  are  found  in  any  way  to  be  unsatis- 
factory, reflect  on  the  chemist,  even  though  he  is 
required  to  supply  in  unopened  packets  as  ob- 
tained. 

(b)  That  the  chemist  is  answerable  for  tests  of 
tablets,  capsules  and  of  other  drugs  and  galenicals 
ordered  uncompounded  on  a  prescription  and 
which  are  found  to  be  deficient  in  any  respect. 

(c)  That  because  of  the  new  system  under 
which  test  mixtures  are  divided  into  three  parts, 
it  will  more  commonly  than  in  the  past,  be  the 
case  that  the  official  analysis  of  one  part  will  show 
an  apparent  excess  or  deficiency  of  an  insoluble 
powder,  the  apparent  error  being  accounted  for 
only  on  the  subsequent  analyses  of  the  two  other 
parts. 

(d)  That  the  figures  for  a  particular  Executive 
Council  area  may  give  a  completely  mislead'ng 
impression  as  to  the  standard  of  accuracy  of  the 
local  pharmaceutical  service  owing  to  the  test 
prescriptions  being  concentrated  on  a  particular 
drug  or  type  of  preparation  particularly  liable ; 
to  deterioration  or  to  ambiguity  of  interpreta- 
tion. 

Although  we  are  well  aware  that  many 
chemists  resent  the  existence  of  any  testing 
of  dispensing  scheme  as  a  reflection  on  a 
professional  body,  may  I  suggest  that  no 
purpose  would  be  served  at  this  juncture 
and  in  the  particular  circumstances  created 
by  the  "  Sunday  Express "  article,  by 
giving  any  publicity  to  that  view. 
Pharmacy  has  nothing  to  fear  under  the 
Testing  Scheme  properly  applied  and 
would  be  in  a  much  worse  position  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  risk  of  adverse 
local  publicity  if  instead  of  the  testing 
scheme,  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act  procedure, 
with  its  attendant  police  court  publicity 
was  followed.  You  will,  no  doubt,  take 
any  action  which  is  open  to  you  locally, 
to  see  that  the  local  Press  puts  this  matter 
into  its  proper  perspective  and  as  far  as 
possible  removes  the  slur  cast  on  pharmacy 
and  pharmacists.  Will  you  please  send  oh 
for  our  files  cuttings  from  local  newspapers 
(not  nationally  circulated  papers)  of  any 
item  bearing  on  this  matter."

and  Burma),  Iran,  Afghanistan,  Russia, 
Turkey,  Jugo-Slavia  and  Mexico.  Of  these, 
Afghanistan,  China  and  Mexico  have  since 
decided  to  ban  opium-poppy  growing  and 
opium  production,  and  opium  smoking  is 
now  prohibited  in  India  and  Burma. 

The  maelstrom  of  international  affairs  in 
the  Far  East  adds  to  the  difficulties  of 
making  effective  the  prohibitions  already 
in  existence.  Nevertheless  the  enormous  de- 
cline in  demand  for  prepared  opium  is 
reflected  in  the  decline  in  output  in  1947 
as  compared  with  1936.  This  reduction 
automatically  aids  the  campaign  against 
the  illicit  traffic,  but  the  problem  requires 
complete  co-operation  between  all  nations 
as  it  cannot  be  solved  by  individual  res- 
trictions. Unfortunately,  Russia,  Iran,  Tur- 
key and  Jugo-Slavia  have  economic  prob- 
lems overshadowing  limitation  of  opium 
production.  Nevertheless,  as  parties  to  the 
Conventions  they  will  participate  in  the 
international  negotiations. 

Animals  in  Experiments 

The  Return  of  Experiments  Performed  on 
Living  Animals  for  1948  which  has  re- 
cently been  published  (see  p.  235),  reflects 
favourably  on  the  care  of  animals  taken 
by  workers  engaged  on  animal  experiment- 
ation, and  draws  attention,  perhaps,  to 
the  stringent  restrictions  which  apply  to 
animal  experiments  under  the  Cruelty  to 
Animals  Act,  1876.  Under  the  Act  ex- 
periments must  be  performed  to  the  ends 
of  the  advancement  of  physiological  know- 
ledge, or  of  knowledge  which  will  be  use- 
ful for  saving  or  prolonging  life  or  alle- 
viating pain,  or  for  passing  that  know- 
ledge on  to  persons  attending  lectures  in 
teaching  institutions.  Persons  performing 
experiments  must  hold  a  licence  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  a  standard  condi- 
tion attached  to  the  licence  is  that  the 
experiments  must  be  performed  at  a  regis- 
tered place.  In  experiments  performed 
under  licence  alone,  or  with  Certificate  C 
(which  permits  of  specified  experiments 
being  conducted  to  illustrate  lectures),  the 
animal  must  be  under  the  influence  of  an 
anaesthetic  to  prevent  it  from  feeling  pain. 
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Certificates  under  the  Act  must  be  given 
by  two  persons  holding  specified  offices, 
one  being  the  president  of  a  learned  society 
and  the  other  a  professor  of  a  branch  of 
medical  science.  If  experiments  are  to  be 
performed  without  anaesthetic  or  without 
the  animal  being  killed  before  it  recovers 
from  the  anaesthetic  it  must  be  established 
that  the  object  of  the  experiment  would 
be  frustrated  otherwise,  and  the  experi- 
menter must  be  in  possession  of  a  Certifi- 
cate A  (which  allows  him  to  perform  the 
experiments  without  anaesthetics),  or  a  Cer- 
tificate B  (which  exempts  him  from  the 
obligation  to  kill  the  animal  before  it  re- 
covers from  the  anaesthetic). 

No  operative  procedure  more  severe 
than  simple  inoculation  or  superficial 
venesection  may  be  performed  in  any  ex- 
periment made  under  Certificate  A.  Where 
a  dog,  cat,  horse,  etc.,  is  to  be  used  fur- 
ther certificates  are  required. 

Hong  Kong  and  the  Chinese  Trade 

A  statement  issued  a  few  days  ago  by 
the  China  Association  will  be  of  interest 
to  all  engaged  in  trading  with  the  Far 
East.  It  draws  attention  to  the  difficulties 
which  have  arisen  in  Shanghai  owing  to 
the  almost  complete  stoppage  of  external 
trade  following  the  imposition  of  a  block- 
ade by  the  Nationalists.  Overheads,  wages 
and  taxation  have  risen  steeply,  and  com- 
merce is  further  hampered  by  what  is  re- 
garded as  an  unrealistic  rate  of  exchange 
at  which  the  local  authorities  have  pegged 
the  new  currency.  In  recent  years,  Shang- 
hai, the  greatest  sea-port  in  China,  has 
been  the  outlet  for  a  large  part  of  Chinese 
produce,  including  the  principal  drugs  and 
essential  oils. 

Meanwhile,  further  south  the  entrepot 
trading  centre  of  Honk  Kong  is  finding  it 
difficult  to  obtain  stocks  of  goods,  particu- 
larly from  north  and  central  China.  It  is 
understood,  for  example,  that  there  are  no 
supplies  of  rhubarb,  galangal  root,  and 
star  anise  oil.  On  the  other  hand,  goods, 
including  chemicals  and  medicinal  pro- 
ducts, for  export  to  China,  are  piling  up 
in  the  warehouses  and  there  is  little  chance 
of  getting  them  to  Shanghai  where  they 
are  badly  needed,  Canton  is  still  in  the 


hands  of  the  Nationalists,  but  apparen 
the  only  method  to  get  consignme: 
through  to  central  China  is  by  smugglh 
a  method  of  transporting  goods  which  ac 
greatly  to  their  cost. 

A  report  from  north  China,  publish 
in  the  "  Manchester  Guardian,"  from  t 
manager  of  a  firm  of  importers  and  < 
porters,  gives  the  impression  that  com  1 
tions  are  improving.  The  foreign  depaj 
ment  of  the  North  China  People's  Bank  s 
Tientsin  (formerly  a  branch  of  the  Ba 
of  China)  controls  foreign  exchange  a 
superintends  the  exchange  market.  E 
change  rates  are  available  for  U.S.  dolla 
British  sterling,  Swiss  francs  and  Ho 
Kong  dollars.  The  exchange  rate  for  a  n< 
currency,  "  Jen  Min "  (JM),  in  terms 
U.S.  dollars,  is  adjusted  in  accordance  wi 
local  conditions,  but  the  cross  rates  of  oth 
currencies  are  adjusted  daily  in  accordan 
with  the  cross  rates  in  the  Hong  Ko: 
market.  Direct  shipments  to  Tientsi 
however,  are  out  of  the  question,  whi 
further  enhances  the  position  of  Hoi 
Kong  as  an  outlet  through  which  Chii 
can  trade  with  the  world.

America 
occupied  Japan  and  it  remains  to  be 
n  if  communist  China  and  Russia  can 
persuaded  to  join  in  carrying  into  ef- 
t  the  abolition  of  a  habit  which  is  the 
timate  cause  of  illicit  traffic  in  narcotic 
ugs.  The  U.S.A.  Report  for  1944  es- 
nated  that  world  opium  production  in 
year  amounted  to  2,647  tons, 
ainst  medical  requirements  of  440  tons, 


and  added  "  The  inevitable  result  is  an 
annual  surplus  which  goes  into  illicit  traf- 
fic." Declarations  in  1936  to  the  Opium 
Board  constitute  the  one  and  only  com- 
plete approximation  to  true  figures  for 
world  production  of  raw  opium.  They 
show  a  total  of  3,761,462  kilos  (3,702 
tons)  of  which  less  than  one-tenth  (356 
tons)  was  used  in  the  manufacture  of  mor- 
phine or  exported  to  morphine-manufac- 
turing countries. 

Units  Adopted 

The  Opium  Board  has  adopted  the 
kilo  as  a  basis  of  comparison  for  both  pro- 
duction and  utilisation  of  raw  materials, 
and  manufacture  of  drugs  therefrom.  As 
seen  above,  these  are  apt  to  attain  astro- 
nomical proportions  and  "  tons  "  are  used 
to  simplify  comparisons  of  hugh  amounts. 
In  changing  kilos  into  the  pounds  (of 
opium)  and  ounces  (of  morphine,  etc.)  of 
the  1936  British  Report,  the  advantage  is 
two-fold  in  using  units  customary  in  this 
country  and  providing  figures  with  defin- 
ite meaning  in  the  drug  trade.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  visualise  a  ton  of  opium  when 
it  has  hitherto  been  referred  to  in  pounds. 

Absence  of  Statistics 

The  Opium  Board's  data  for  the  pre- 
war year  1936  provide  the  basis  of  com- 
parison with  those  for  the  post-war  years 
1946  and  1947,  but  the  value  of  its  synop- 
tic tables  is  vitiated  by  incomplete  figures 
for  1946  and  1947.  Indeed  the  Board 
laments  in  its  "conclusions  "  that  it  is  im- 
possible^ twenty  years  after  the  Geneva 
Convention  of  February  19,  1925,  "  to  de- 
termine even  approximately  the  total 
world  production  of  raw  opium  and  coca 
leaves  "  and  also  adds  that  there  are  "  no 
figures  "  for  the  production  and  consump- 
tion of  Indian  hemp.  The  volume  of 
world  manufacture  of  narcotic  drugs  is 
known  with  the  exception  of  that  in  the 
U.S.S.R.,  ancf  this  fact  is  of  considerable 
value.  The  most  marked  trend  is  an  in- 
creased demand  in  drugs  —  especially 
codeine  —  derived  from  morphine.  The 
amount  of  morphine  used  as  such  has 
varied  but  little,  but  this  does  not  mean 
that  the  demand  for  analgesics  is  not  ris- 
ing but  rather  that  morphine  is  being  re- 
placed more  and  more  by  synthetic  drugs. 
These,  including  pethidine  and  amidone, 
are  not  as  yet  covered  by  convention.  The 
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disparity  between  the  figures  for  consump- 
tion of  diacetylmorphine  from  country  to 
country  is  dealt  with  at  length.  None  of 
the  studies  undertaken  by  the  Board  and 
other  international  bodies  has  produced 
a  satisfactory  explanation  of  this  disparity 
which  is  also  present  in  the  figures  for 
other  narcotic  drugs.  Hence  there  is  no 
stock  formula  giving  a  typical  "  standard 
consumption  for  medical  and  scientific 
purposes  "  which  would  enable  the  inter- 
national authorities  to  determine  what 
constitutes  an  "  abnormal  "  consumption. 
This  fact,  and  the  increasing  production 
of  narcotics,  synthetic  and  otherwise, 
make  it  more  necessary  than  ever  to  exer- 
cise extremely  strict  control  over  their  dis- 
tribution in  order  to  avoid  improper  con- 
sumption and  increased  addiction. 

British  Statistics 

The  data  in  Tables  III  are  extracted 
from  the  1936  and  1947  Reports  of  H.M. 
Government  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  supply  statistics  from  a  nation  apply- 
ing Dangerous  Drug  control  in  excelsis. 
It  must  be  stressed  that  the  data  of  the 
1947  Report  have  been  converted  from 
kilos  into  lb.  and  the  tables  have 
been  compiled  by  abstracting  and  re- 
arranging British  data  so  as  to  simplify 
comparisons  with  world  statistics.  The  value 
of  British  statistics  rests  in  the  fact  that 
that  they  disclose  the  same  trends  as  the 
synoptic  tables,  with  the  advantage  that 
they  provide  definite  details  for  produc- 
tion, consumption  and  manufacture  of 
narcotics  from  a  nation  which  has  become 
the  principal  source  of  supply  for  dan- 
gerous drugs  under  international  author- 
isations. 

World  Statistics  for  Raw  Opium 

Details  of  the  demand  for  smoking- 
opium  are  unavailable  for  1947  hut  this 
is  probably  falling  off  rapidly  as  a  result 
of  the  abolition  of  opium-smoking  decreed 
in  China,  India  and  other  Far  Eastern 
territories.  Suppression  of  the  illicit  traffic 
in  narcotics  is  the  one  project  on  which 
communist  controlled  nations  are  inclined 
to  co-operate.  The  abolition  of  the  illicit 
traffic  in  opium  requires  their  participation 
in  enforcement  of  decrees  already  in  exis- 
tence. China  adopted  the  policy  of  abso- 
lute suppression  of  poppy-growing  and 
opium-smoking  on  January  1,  1941.  This 
was  vitiated  by  the  effects  of  the  Japanese 
"  poisons  policy  "  in  occupied  areas  and 
by  the  return  of  opium  addicts  from  over- 


seas. India  reported  in  1944  that  lied 
enforcement  of  legislative  measures  jads 
materially  curtailed  the  use  of  opiur|or| 
smoking.  The  sale  of  prepared  opiil  isj 
prohibited  as  also  its  manufacture  eJpti 
by  licensed  individuals  for  personal  |;e.i 
The  habit  is  in  general  confined  tclia 
alien  population,  especially  Chinese  lidi 
Iranians.

Coca 

It  has  never  been  possible  to  ascertain 
world  production  of  coca  leaves,  the  bulk 
of  which  is  used  in  the  five  producing 
countries  for  "  chewing  "  purposes  by  the 
indigenous  population.  Colombia,  not  the 
largest  producer,  alone  declared  her  ap- 
proximate production  in  1947  at  551,150 
lb.,  of  which  396,720  lb.  was  used  for 
chewing.  Colombia  reports  that  coca  re- 
duces chewers  to  a  state  of  deplorable 
physiological  deterioration,  and  that  their 
children  are  degenerates.  Means  suggested 
for  combating  the  vice  range  from  be- 
ginning with  a  census  of  addicts,  as  pro- 
vided by  Resolution  578  in  1941,  to  the 
destruction  of  all  coca  plantations. 

Argentina  imported  887,040  lb.  of  coca 
from  Bolivia  and  Peru  in  1947  for  masti- 
catory purposes.  The  United  States  used 
353>920  lb.  in  making  non-narcotic  coca- 
flavoured  beverages.  Cocaine-manufac- 
turing countries  took  486,080  lb.,  but  the 
additional  amount  utilised  in  Peru  for  the 
manufacture  of  crude  cocaine  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  1947  return,  but  409,302  lb. 
was  used  for  the  purpose  in  1946. 

Table  V  gives  the  British  data  and  shows 
that  crude  cocaine  has  replaced  coca  as 
the  raw  material  for  cocaine  manufacture.

rands  of  Personality 

Many  of  the  128  pages  of  this  book  are 
voted  to  an  attempt  to  explain  the 
erapeutical  effects  of  medicinal  mummy, 
isertion  of  the  word  "  medicinal  "  is  sug- 
:sted  by  the  fact  that  for  some  of  the 
>ecies  described  a  certain  amount  of  de- 
lation was  ordered.  Anyone  who  tries 
'  follow  Paracelsus  in  his  theories  of  the 


action  of  medicinal  substances  must  pre- 
pare for  hard  thinking.  In  the  personality 
of  that  remarkable  man  there  can  readily 
be  distinguished  three  strands  or  elements. 
First  there  is  the  showman  who,  according 
to  a  tradition,  publicly  burnt  books  by 
Galen  and  Avicenna.  Secondly  there  is  the 
mystagogue,  from  whose  teaching  it  is  vir- 
tually impossible  to  extract  a  coherent  sys- 
tem of  thought.  Thirdly  there  is  the 
shrewd  practitioner  of  medicine,  some  of 
whose  innovations  were,  in  the  opinion  of 
his  contemporaries,  justified  by  results. 
Writing  in  1746,  D.  W.  Linden  pointed 
out  that  chemical  specifics  prepared  by 
Paracelsus  owed  much  of  their  reputation 
to  the  relative  smallness  of  the  doses  pres- 
cribed, a  welcome  contrast  to  galenicals 
that  were  swallowed  by  the  quart. 

Definition  and  Assertion 

As  with  sulphur,  salt  and  mercury  in 
the  Paracelsian  scheme,  so  with  mummy : 
it  is  not  what  his  patients,  in  their  sim- 
plicity, supposed  it  to  be.  On  p.  12  of 
"  Medicina  Diastatica  "  we  read  : 

"  Mumie  properly  so  called  is  the 
most  subtile  substance  of  the  body. 
Spirituall,  /Etheriall,  and  in  respect  of 
its  Nature  and  species  coingenited,  per- 
manent in  some  measure  both  in  and 
after  death  .  .  .  .  " 
It  may  have  occurred  to  some  readers  of 
this  statement  that  mummy  so  defined  is 
a  curious  substance  to  be  chargeable  with 
import  duty.  The  author  compares  its 
virtue  to  that  of  a  magnet,  adding :  "  As 
the  flame  of  one  lamp  transmigrateth  into 
another,  and  yet  remaineth  intire,  so  like- 
wise doth  the  Rayes  or  beams  issue  out  of 
the  body  .  .  .  yet  it  is  not  the  body  itself, 
nor  any  part  of  it."  A  further  stage  is 
reached  in  the  explanation — if  it  can  be 
called  an  explanation — by  asserting  that 
everything  is  "  endowed  with  a  power  of 
affecting  another  thing  with  its  own  quali- 
ties, although  every  operation  is  not 
equally  effectuall  .  .  .  .  "  Hence  the 
rationale  of  "  eating  the  Lungs  of  a  Fox  " 
in  cases  of  "  Consumption  of  the  Lungs." 
Hence,  also,  the  benefit  of  the  "  true  sym- 
patheticall  Unguent."  Mummy,  we  are 
told,  "  is  so  closely  (and  secretly)  joyned 
by  a  peculiar  influence,  as  the  whole  King- 
dom and  Monarchy  of  Nature  doth  admir- 
ably abound  with  consentaneous  and  dis- 
sentaneous, sympatheticall  and  antipatheti- 
call  influences,  that  ...  [it  will  act]  at  the 
greatest  distance." 
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Influence  at  a  Distance 

This  explanation  is  neither  the  doctrine 
of  signatures  nor  the  Digby-Glanvill  hypo- 
thesis of  apporrhceas.  I  may  perhaps  call 
it  the  theory  of  correspondences.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  a  few  sentences  of  this  kind 
are  left  by  both  translators  in  the  original 
German,  with  a  plain  hint  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  make  sense  of  them.  Once  a 
theory  of  influence  at  unlimited  distance 
is  accepted,  it  can  account  for  almost  any- 
thing. The  crowing  of  the  domestic  cock, 
for  instance,  is  here  attributed  to  "  a  cer- 
tain influence  of  the  Sun,  and  consequently 
.  .  .  the  mutation  of  the  Aire,  which  doth 
alter  specially  at  the  rising  of  the  Sun, 
at  what  time  the  Cock  is  observed  more 
earnestly  to  crow  .  .  .  .  "  Similarly,  "  the

The  sponge  fishing  season  in  the  Eastern 
Mediterranean  basin  commences  in  the 
middle  of  April  and  continues  until  about 
the  end  of  October.  Kalymos  Island  in 
the  Dodecanese  is  the  main  centre  of  the 
diving  trade,  handling  more  than  half  of 
the  total  fished  in  this  area.

11. — Expenses  and  Percentages 

IN  order  to  keep  a  grip  on  shop  expenses 
and  for  purposes  of  general  control  and 
comparison  it  is  becoming  the  practice 
for  retail  chemists  to  ascertain  the  relation 
which  each  group  of  management  and 
working  expenses  bears  to  the  net  turnover 
for  the  period  under  review,  and  to  do  this 
the  various  items  contained  in  the  trading 
account — such  as  stocks,  purchases,  wages, 
repairs  and  renewals,  lighting,  heating  and 
cleaning^  etc. — are  reduced  to  a  common 
basis  to  indicate  the  directions  in  which 
economies  can  be  effected  without  ad- 
versely interfering  with  the  efficiency  of 
sales  or  service. 

Ratio  to  Net  Sales 

By  taking  the  figure  of  net  sales  for  the 
period  as  representing  ioo  and  determining 
the  exact  ratios  the  other  items  in  the 
account  bear  to  that  total,  the  charges 
and  expenses  incurred  can  be  resolved  into 
percentages,  and  experience  has  proved 
that  in  many  instances  the  results  of  the 
trading  can  be  viewed  in  much  clearer  per- 
spective than  by  a  mere  presentation  of 
trading  figures.  By  ruling  an  additional 
column  on  each  side  of  the  final  account 
for  the  insertion  of  these  percentages,  the 
figures  can  be  readily  compared  with  those 
relating  to  other  periods  and  all  fluctua- 
tions are  revealed,  providing  the  calcula- 
tions have  been  uniformly  made.  Some 
retailers  prefer  to  ascertain  the  percentage 
of  profit  upon  cost,  but  as  a  rule  it  is  more 
useful  to  work  out  the  profit  percentage  in 
relation  to  return  and  to  prepare  regular 
monthly  statements  on  that  basis. 

To  find  the  percentage  upon  cost,  the 
amount  of  profit  shown  in  the  periodical 
trading  or  profit  and  loss  account  is  multi- 
plied by  ioo  and  the  result  divided  by  the 
figure  representing  cost.  For  example,  if 
the  total  value  of  the  stocks  on  hand  at  the 
commencement  of  the  period  is  £900, 
while  the  closing  value  is  shown  to  be 
£1,050,  and  if  the  trade  purchases  during 
the  period  amounted  to  £8,000  (after  de- 
ducting all  returns  outwards  and  allow- 
ances obtained  in  lieu  of  actual  returns), 
while  the  net  sales  totalled  £13,000,  the 
amount  of  gross  profit  would  be  £5,150 
and  would  represent  65.6  per  cent,  of  the 
cost.  On  this  basis  the  net  sales  would  be

The  United  Kingdom  took  707 
bales  (98,980  lb.),  or  3.88  per  cent,  of 
the  total.  The  Association  supplied 
382,130  lb.  only  for  export,  under  the 
terms  of  the  Clove  (Minimum  Percentage 
of  Exported  Cloves)  Order,  1948,  whereby 
15  lb.  of  every  100  lb.  exported  must  be 
purchased  from  the  Association.  The 
clove  export  duty  during  the  period  re- 
mained unchanged. 

Clove  Stems  and  Oil 

Stem  arrivals  during  the  quarter  were 
insignificant,  totalling  8,361  lb.  Such  a 
decline  in  supply  is  usual  between  sea- 
sons. The  total  arrivals  taken  into  stock 
for  the  seasonal  year  July,  1948,  to  June, 
IQ4.Q,  was  3,144,238  lb.  During  the  period 
April-June,  IQ49,  535,429  lb.  stems  were 
used  for  distillation  purposes.  Since  May 
the  Association's  distillation  plant  was 
closed  down  due  to  lack  of  raw  materials. 
Exports  of  oil  totalled  46,211  lb.  during 
the  quarter,  the  United  Kingdom  taking 
43.924  lb.  ;  South  Africa,  2.240  lb.  ; 
and  East  Africa,  47  lb.  The  Asso- 
ciation's buying  prices  for  commercial 
quality  clove  stems,  per  100  lb.,  during 
the  period  July  1,  194.9,  to  June  30,  1950, 
are  unchanged  despite  increased  freight 
and  shipping  charges  between  Zanzibar 
and  Pemba,  but  there  is  a  reduction  of 
Shs.  2  per  100  lb.  in  the  price  of  the 
lower  grade. 

Other  Produce 

The  Association's  exports  of  coconut  oil 
for  the  quarter  totalled  2,581,342  lb.  (ap- 
proximately 1,153  tons),  of  which  the 
United  Kingdom  took  1,515,326  lb.  The 
price  paid  by  the  Association,  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  for  coconut  oil 
for  the  year  194.Q  is  £89  per  ton,  f.o.b., 
naked.  The  Association's  guaranteed 
minimum  price  for  chillies  was  renewed 
as  from  June  1  and  remains  unchanged 
at  Shs.
